Will it be considered unpatriotic to regieter an objection to carrying 
to extremes the idea of buying Thrift and War Saving# Stamp# for Christ­ 
mas presents? 
We are going to take the risk anyway of saying that we 
think this-Christmas belongs to the merchants of America, and Uncle Sam 
ought to be willing, after the generous way in which the American people 
in season and out have bought his war securities, to step aside for the 
holidays and let the merchants have full swing. 
As a class the merchants have done more than any other stay-at-homes 
for the war. 
They have not only suffered like all of us from inflation of 
prices, from regulation and shortage; they have not only subscribed their 
full share of every Liberty Loan, Red Cross and other war driven, hut they 
have financed the advertising of each and every one of these government 
propagandas, and they have done so at government request, through ad­ 
vertising matter and cut prepared by government bureaus. 
As a data 
therefore, we state without fear of contradiction, that tho merchants have 
done their full share in helping Uncle Sam win the war. 
In view of these facts it seems to ua unfair that the merchant la now 
forced to compete with the government for holiday trade. 
Obviously if 
one person gives another a War Savings Stamp for Christmas he ie not 
going to buy a $6.00 merchandise present in addition.. Therefore every 
stamp purchased for a Christmas present ie a direct loss to the merchant. 
lf it was necessary, it would be different, but now that the war is over we 
think government financing should be done with ae little interference with 
private business ae possible. 
Certainly the government ought not to try 
to take holiday business away from those who have proved its best friends 
in time of need. 
On top of all the other interruptions of normal trade con­ 
ditions suffered, it seems an imposition following a “flu" ridden fall sea­ 
son to have to compete with the government for tho usual Christmas trade. 
We are heartily in sympathy with the War Savings Stamp movement. 
We hope that it will not end even with peace. 
We think the government 
should continue at intervale to sell bonds for public improvement, and to 
inculcate a national habit of thrift and saving through thtvBale of stamps, 
but we muet regieter our opposition to the campaign for substituting War 
Savings Stamps for the old and generous custom of giving merchandise 
preeonte at Christmas time.

Intimates She Purchased Poi­ 
son For Her Mate to Use In 
Committing Suicide

W ith Mrs. Gertrude M. Gibbons in jail 
suspected of poisoning her husband, 
Frank G. Gibbons, who died suddenly 
Sunday, the police and district attor­ 
ney's office declared today they would 
formally charge her with first degree 
murder. 
The police allege they have Informa 
tion to show Mrs. Gibbons purchased 
cyanide of potassium and gave it to 
her husband under Hie guise of a 
remedy for tuberculosis, after she had 
told neighbors she intended to make 
away with Gibbons. 
During five hours of questioning, 
Mrs. Gibbons admitted giving her hus­ 
band the cyanide, but declared she 
bought it for him after she had com­ 
promised on his demand that she join 
him in a suicide pact, by agreeing to 
purchase the poison by which he could 
end his own life. 
“ If it is a crime to purchase poison 
for another to commit suicide, then I 
am guilty,” she declared in a state­ 
ment. 
Gibbons and his wife were married 
here four years ago. 
Both came from

It was a very great pleasure to me to read of 
the award in the New York papers, for I am very proud to have known 
this gallant officer. 
“ My acquaintance with him was regrettably brief. 
He joined us with 
hie company— K Co., 307th Infty.— in the Argonne October 3rd, and during 
the following memorable day# showed a courageous optimism in dealing 
with his men that I can never forget. 
“ He was wounded there, but disregarded his wound in a fine way very 
characteristic of him.

“ The wording of the citation which awards the D. S. C. has doubtless 
given you the information which you desired, but I am glad to add this 
word of admiration for Capt. Holderman.

while surrounded by the Germans. 
News that this high honor had 
been bestowed upon Captain Hol­ 
derman reached Santa Ana in a 
letter to a member of the Regis­ 
ter staff from Major Charles W . 
W hittlesly of 
Pittsfield, 
Mass., 
who was in command of the Lost 
Battalion. 
It was Major W h ittle­ 
sly who told the Germans, when 
they called on him to surrender, 
to go to hell. 
Captain Holderman’# 
part 
in 
that battle is already known to 
Santa Atlatls. 
He was transfer­ 
red from command of Company 
L, 160th, the 
original 
organiza­ 
tion of which was Company 
L, 
Seventh Regiment, N. G. 
C., 
of 
Santa Ana, to Company K. tiOTtIi 
Infantry, 
in one of his letters, 
Captain Holderman said that he 
was one of three officers who pass­ 
ed through that 
historic 
stand 
without being killed or wounded. 
There has been a suspicion here 
that 
Captain 
Holderman 
was 
wounded, but, like many another 
soldier, he was minimizing his in­ 
juries iii his earlier letters. 
Not 
until he was out of the hospital 
did he write anything like details 
of his injuries to his wife, who 
with their two children lives at 
2121 North Broadway. Letters just 
received from hint written 
after 
he was out of the hospital, say 
that he received ten wounds, none 
of them of a nature to permanent­ 
ly “ lame or maim" him. 
One was 
a wound across the bridge of the 


nose. The captain said that there 
would be a scar, but the captain 
said jocularly it would not “ mar 
his 
beauty.” 
Among 
the 
ten 
wounds received 
by 
him 
was 
one on the top of the foot, one on 
the heel, one in the calf of the 
leg and a mustard burn 
on 
the 
knee. 
In one letter he said that 
the injury to his heel was not en­ 
tirely well. 
A letter received yes­ 
terday by Mrs. 
C. 
D. 
Swanner 
from Lieutenant Swanner stated 
that Swanner had been told that 
Captain Holderman was still walk­ 
ing with a cane. 
Mrs. Holderman. however, re­ 
ceived a letter yesterday from her 
husband in which he said that he 
was leaving to join his company. 
The 307th is in the 77th Division, 
which, 
according 
to 
the 
dis­ 
patches, is at Coblenz. 
Major W hittlesly’8 
letter, 
re­ 
ceived here, was an answer to a 
letter written by the Register of­ 
fice, asking him for any informa­ 
tion he might have as 
to 
any 
honors that Captain 
Holderman 
would be given as a result of his 
part in the fight of the Lost Bat­ 
talion. 
Evidently an article bearing de­ 
tails 
of 
Captain 
Holderman’s 
conduct 
was printed in the New 
York papers, and Major W hittle­ 
sly— who, by the way, was made 
a lieutenant colonel, but who w ill 
ever be known to the American 
people as major—assumed 
that 
the same information was obtain­ 
able here. 
As yet, however, the 
award reports, which 
are 
sent 
out through the same slow chan­ 
nels as the casualty 
reports 
in 
which Captain Holderman’s name 
is carried have not 
reached 
the 
coast.

American and French Lead­ 
ers Size Up Each Other; 
French Admire Wilson 


P A R IS , Dec. 18.— “ I am not only in 
favor of the league of nations but I be­ 
lieve formation of such a league is ab­ 
solutely indispensable to the mainten­ 
ance of peace,” President Wilson de­ 
clared today. 
The President made tills statement 
in denying the authenticity of a dis­ 
patch published in an American news­ 
paper declaring he approved the plans 
of the league to enforce peace. 
“ It ic entirely false,” the President 
said. 
“ I am, as everyone knows, not 
only in favor of tne league of nations 
, but I believe formation 
of 
such a 
1 league it absolutely indispensible to 
the maintenance of peace. But the par­ 
ticular plan of the league to enforce 
peace was never directly or indirectly 
endorsed by me.’ 
W A SH IN G T O N , Dec. 18.— The for- 
eign relations committee of the Senate 
today postponed final action on the 
Knox resolution expressing the sense 
of the senate that the league of na­ 
tions should not be considered until 
after the 
peace 
treaty 
had 
been 
signed. 
Sentiment of the committee ie un­ 
derstood to be fairly evenly divided. 
Since he hat been in France, Presi­ 
dent Wilson hat made it ctear that he 
believes the league of nations should 
be the first clause of the peace treaty 
to be considered. 
Senator Knox declared on the sen­ 
ate floor that “ the issues of the war 
were issues between Ute central paw­ 
ers and the Allies and the function of 
a peace treaty is to settle those is­ 
sues.” 
Knox declared that neither he nor 
the American people knew what the 
President meant by a league of na­ 
tions.

Everything they 
have 
they give to us, but

have taken most every thing they had. 
Yseterflay morning I went to the next 
Bouse to get a cup of mil^;, and they 
told me that I couldn’t have any, till 
flight, because they were out plowing 
with the cows. 
They have

of 
dog teams here pulling carts. 
“The town of Ypres, which is left 
tax behind, has nothing left of it but 
tile walls, dugouts, and barbed wire.

Last February a list of fifty families 
of Italian soldiers was given to the 
Red Cross workers In Italy. The fam­ 
ilies were carefully Investigated and 
registered and the milk was given to 
them for the little children, especially 
the babies. Mothers came for the cans 
aud were grateful beyond expression. 
But with the coming 
of warm 
weather it was necessary to give out 
the milk daily, ns it wftuld not keep 
sweet. 
The mothers brought their 
own containers, and the milk was pre­ 
pared, sugar added, and they were in­ 
structed carefully as to Its use. Abso­ 
lute cleanliness of receptacles was in­ 
sisted upon, and the homes were vis­ 
ited in order to make sure that the 
milk rations were being hacked by 
healthful conditions. 
Aside from the saving of the lives of 
the children, the soldiers are happier 
and they are better soldiers now that 
they know timt their loved ones are 
being cared for by the Crossa Bossa.

The Commissioner for Belgium of the 
Red Cross recently advised the Bel 
glan Government that the American 
people were ready to undertake this 
work and that the Bed Cross would 
provide 20,000 francs a month for it. 
The Belgian Minister of Supplies 
has a chain of sixty-five stores in 
France and at the front, which sell 
goods to the families of Belgian sol­ 
diers working in munition plants er 
ether plicae la tbs rear.

Washington, D. C.— (Special.)—Ac­ 
cording to a report made to the United 
States Public Health Service, the epi­ 
demic of influenza in Spain lins al­ 
ready caused an increase in the preva­ 
lence and deaths from pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis. 
A similar association be­ 
tween influenza and tuberculosis was 
recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holtno, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service, In his 
analysis of the 'tuberculosis death rate 
in England. 
In order that the people of the Unit­ 
ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub­ 
lic Health Service has Just issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe­ 
cial precautions at the present time. 
“Experience seems to indicate,” says 
the Surgeon General, “that persons 
whose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of influenza are peculiar­ 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. 
With 
millions of Its people recently affected 
with Influenza this country now of­ 
fers conditions favoring the spread off 
tuberculosis." 


One Million Consumptives In the 
United States. 
“Then you consider this a serious 
menace?” was asked. 
“In my opinion 
it is, though I hasten to add it Is dis­ 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis in the United I 
States. 
There Is unfortunately no 
complete census available to show ex­ 
actly the uumbcr of tuberculosis per­ 
sons In each state despite tile fact that 
most of the states have made the dis­ 
ease reportable. 
In New York city, 
where reporting lins been hi force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu­ 
berculosis are registered with the I>e- 
pnrtment of Health. 
Those familiar 
with the situation believe that the ad­ 
dition of unrecognized aud unreported 
cases would make the number nearer 
50,000. 
The very careful health sur­ 
vey conducted during the past two 
years in Framingham, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis In a popula­ 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United j 
States as a whole they would Indicate 
that about one In every hundred per- I 
sons Is tuberculous. 
Each of these 1 
constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against” 
What to Do. 
In his statement to the public Sur­ 
geon General Blue points out how’ 
those who have had Influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo­ 
sis. “All who have recovered from In­ 
fluenza,” says the Surgeon General, 
^should have their lungs carefully ex­ 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, It Is desirable to have several ex­ 
aminations made a month apart. 
Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
the clothing nor can they be curried 
out In two or three minutes, 
lf the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber­ 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food anil plenty of 
fresh air.” 
Danger 8lgns. 
The Surgeen General warned espe­ 
cially against certain danger signs, 
such as “decline” aud “colds which 
hang on.” 
These, he explained, were often the 
beginning of tuberculosis. "If you do 
not get well promptly, lf your cold 
seems to hang on or your health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
are often the early signs of tuberculo­ 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 
care of a competent physician. Tuber­ 
culosis is curable In the early stages. 
Patent Medicines Dangerous in Tuber- 
miosis. 
"Above all do not trust In the mis­ 
leading statements of unscrupulous 
patent medicine fakers. There Is no 
specific medicine for the cure of tuber­ 
culosis 
The money spent on such 
medicines is thrown away; Jt should 
be spent Instead for good food and de­ 
cent living."

Vastly larger sums will he required to 
restore those once prosperous, but now impoverished, refugees to 
their former homes than were required merely to sustain life In 
their desert exile. 
It is estimated that about 4,000.000 Armenian, Syrian, Greek 
and other w ar sufferers in the Near East will require outside help 
to sustain them through the ■'.Inter. 
Many of them are now 
hundreds of miles from their homeland. 
The vast majority of 
them are helpless women and children, including 400,000 orphans. 
The American Committee for Relief in the Near East is 
appealing for a minimum of $80,000,000 to he subscribed January 
12-19, 1919, with whicli to meet the most urgent needs of these 
people. 
I. therefore, again call upon the people of the United States 
to make even more generous contributions than they have made 
heretofore to sustain through the winter months those, who, 
through no fault of their own. have been left In a starving, shelter­ 
less condition, and to help re-establish these ancient and sorely 
oppressed i*eople in their former homes on a self-supi>orting basis.
